"Th* history of railroad transpor-

, less than 31.000 miles of line, of which 
| only about 2.000 were west of th*

22. 1863. that sod was turned for the 
first transcontinental line, on the Pa- 
cific end at Sacramento.

December 2 of the sane year did work 
begin in the Mississippi valley.

had been built, an agreement was 
reached whereby the two companies 
Joined forces, and the gold spike which 
tied together the East and West was 
driven at Promontory.

Push Back Frontier*. 


"At the beginning the frontier 


stopped at the Blue Ridge mountains. 
The turnpike and th* canal finally 
pierced these heights and let it move 


I on to the Alieghenies. These became 
, an isolating Influence that held the 


j pioneers in th* eastern half of the 
: Mississippi valley almost a separate 
people from those on the Atlantic sen- 
board until the railroad builders' faith 
removed these mountains, as far as 
the flow of commerce and communica- 
tion was concerned. 


"In turn the Mississippi river be- 


came the frontier. What was the good 
of the land west of the Father of 
Waters if that stream remained on- 
bridged? 


"Even as late as the early eighties 


cur people thought thit it was useless 
to build railroads through western 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, arguing 
that the region was a desert In sum- 
mer and a wilderness of snow in win 
ter. It took Caster's campaign against 
the Indians to persuade th« public that 
the Northern Pacific extension beyond 
the Mississippi, at St Paul, confd be 
kept open soore than five months a 
year. 


•During the CivH war the Sonth had 


much less than a third of the nation's 
railways. These linked up distant 
communities rather than industrial 
centers. Comparatively f«w of them 
were strategic, whereas th* North had 
rail connections admirably fitted for 
the movement of men and munitions. 


"In Europe the history of railway 


construction has been that of roads 
laid down to aoeet the demands of 
traffic already there. In this country 
tens of thousands of miles of line have 
been built through virgin territory, 
which it was hoped would crow op to 
their facilitiea.

The huge cavities in the sknll of the 


sperm whale, which seem like tanks 
for storing the valuable spermaceti oil 
of commerce, hav» oe«n recognized as 
the creature's nostrils, nays the Mon- 
treal Herald. This huge nose Is six 
times as bljr a.« the whole's braln-casm, 
and a whale with a bead 12 feet long 
and 6 feet high win have a nose 10 
feet long and 5 feet high; and a blj 
whale may have as modi as 900 gal- 
lons of oil In its DOM! Through tb* 
bones, fat oil. and eonnectlre ttstw 
of this vast organ ran the nasal pas- 
sages, the right and larger one capa- 
cious enough to admit a man. Tills 
can be expanded, and has a ranch 
smaller aperture leading Into tfle 
windpipe funnel than the left pasMfte. 
and it has been ascertained that tneae 
passnpes to the throat can be closed 
by two enormous pings, which func- 
tion exactly like the stopper In a bath 
or washbasin.
